Japan p^omptli 
forwarded heryt ungnohlemsn to Am?r- 
>ca to be educated, and today many of 
her marshals tn 
educated at West 


Point and Annapolis. Wi'h proud dis- 
tinction, the envoy cf Japai, a brother 
o' the emperor, a hero of ba'ties, Prince 
Sundanair Fuslimi, a brilliant officer 
who eomminded a division at Nin- 
sbsm Hil), one of the most destructive 
and bloody engage menti of the war, 
visited the United States and tbe capi- 
tal, bearing kindly greetings to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt from his government 
Tbe prince and his cortege were cor- 
iially received and greeted at the 
white home with all the honors and 
courtesy due his rank. Prince Fnshi- 
mi bore greetings from his m»jasty, the

Oa 
mary occasions it resulted in acompro- 
•n'ss and the demands of tie pnpils 
ware satisfactorily adjusted.

were thrilling days in the early his- 
tory of education, 
when^the rudely 


clad boys and girls wended their way 
through deep snow with snow-shoes 
strapped to their feet. The roads were 
but few and the neighbors' cabins far 
between 
Can we reilizs these facts— 


'acts indeed of the settlers of the early 
part of the e'ghtaenth century? 
The 


developments, opportunities and ad- 
vancement of education today are at 
the hand of every ambitions boy or 
girl. They may gain a good common 
school edicatior, preparatory to higher 
classical students. And how changed 
are our free and liberal institutions 
with their grand system of education!
